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POWERS ARE KEEPING — 
CHECK UPON BALKANS: 


(Special cable to the Monitor) 


LONDON—In spite of perpetual dissemination of news of 
alarming frontier incidents there is no necessity to regard the 
situation in the Balkans as hopeless. The powers are far too 
fully alive to the danger threatening themselves to slacken their 
endeavors to prevent hostilities. They are determined to preserve 
the status quo though reforms will be insisted on which may 
necessitate the granting of autonomy to certain provinces. Any- 
thing beyond this would open illimitable possibilities. 

Almost the greatest danger is the feeling in Turkey that it 
would be better to fight now than succumb to slow dismember- 
ment. At the same time if the powers once agree among them- 
selves they have the means of enforcing their decisions. 

One effect of the present imbroglio has been to make peace 
in Tripoli something more than a probability. Face to face with 
trouble in the Balkans, Tripoli becomes a minor question at Con- 
stantinople. In spite of innumerable rumors to the contrary and 
other inspired declarations that peace would every day be declared, 
the negotiations have not been absolutely completed. There is 
reason however to believe that they will be in the immediate 
future. It will be curious if the effect of the mobilization of the 
Balkan forces is to secure peace in Tripoli without producing war

TO SAVE THE SCREW THREADS 

It ig very hard ordinarily to unscrew 
a short pipe nipple from a fitting with- 
out marring the threads if the nipple is 
firmly serewed in place.. It can be ac- 
complished easily, however, by screwing 
over the threads a coupling of malleable 
iron one side of which has been 
split by sawing with a hacksaw. The 
pipe wrench should be plied over the 
coupling after~the latter has been 
screwed on the nipple as far as it will 
go. The elasticity of the metal will 
permit the coupler to seize the nipple

In 
the future if the Indian is to assert him-

Leaving the artist’s studio the visitor 
turned to Mr. Dallin and asked whether 
he found his surroundings inspirational. 
“What other effect can such scenery 
have on one?” he said admiringly. “From 
this vantage point we can gaze far and 
wide. There, on that ridge in the dis- 
| tance, a cluster of trees with every 
‘characteristic of the West. Here below 
us lies the city. All around us the leaves 

are beginning to turn into their myriad 
autumn colors. I have but to step out of 
doors and nature is before me in all its 

ory. 

“But I must add, every once in a while 
there comes the old longing for scenes 
‘that I knew earliest. As often as I can 
'I make the journey to my home state. 

[ shall visit Utah next year, I hope, and

Among the recently completed works 
on Indian history is “The 
Hunter,” presented by Winfield Robbins 
‘to Arlington, and to be placed at the 
‘fountain on the new town hall site, the 
coming spring. Art connoisseurs pro- 
claim it a masterful conception, full of 
igrace and revealing agility, such as char- 
acterized the old time red man hunter. 

The most recent work on which Mr, 
Dallin has been engaged is a bas-relief 
portrait of Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, to 
be presented to the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts by New England clubwomen. 
The work is still in clay. Soon it is to 
be reproduced in plaster. Next comes 
the casting into bronze. 

Mr. Dallin has executed many other 
works. He won the first prize in the 
competition for the soldiers’ and sailors’ 
monument at Syracuse, N.Y. The Sir 
Isaac Newton figure in the Congressional 
library at Washington is his handiwork. 
The Pioneer monument at Salt Lake 
City, the “Angel” standing.in the Temple 
in Salt Lake City; Don Quixote, Apollo 
and Hyacinthus, and the Cavalryman at 
Hanover, Pa., are other testimonies to 
his skill. 

The career of Mr. Dallin has teemed 
with picturesque situations. Few sculp- 
tors of the present have had such op- 
portunitjes to become familiar with their 
models. Whether at work as a boy 
molding the clay of the Utah mines, or 
in Paris, as pupil of the celebrated Julien, 
of Henri Michael Chapin and Jean Dampt, 
or living in daily contact with Buffalo 
Bill’s Indians, or at his Cliff street home, 
Arlington Heights, he is of that rather 
small group of American sculptors which 
proves America capable of furnishing the 
artist with such subjects ds shall reflect 
artistic honors upon their country and 
themselves.

| WHEN the time comes that the money mar- 
| ket can be made a secondary consideration 
in business affairs an important step forward 
will have been taken. Just now it 1s all 
important in this country. No extensive 
operations of any kind in a commercial or 
industrial way can be undertaken without 
first consulting the condition of the money 
market, it makes no difference how legitimate 
or worthy the undertaking may be. Just 
now the comparative stringeficy of money is the only handicap to 
business enterprise. The Balkan situation and the fear of war 
abroad may have a temporary restraining influence but hardening 
money rates are just now a much more serious check to enterprise. 
It has been figured that new financing, which the railroad com- 
panies of the United States need to do in the near future to put 
themselves in position economically and profitably to handle the con- 
stantly increasing traffic, runs well into the billions. Much exten- 
sion and other improvement work is held back because of a lack of 
funds and the inability of the roads to obtain money on reasonable 
terms. General business has been increasing so enormously of late, 
and the movement of the crops to market is so heavy, that the banks 
have about all they can do to supply funds for these purposes. ‘This 
condition contrasts in a marked way with the oversupply of money 
and low rates prevailing less than a year ago. The decision this 
week of the secretary of the treasury that there was no present neces- 
sity for the government to aid in the crop movement by increasing 
its deposits in the national banks is taken to indicate that the general 
financial situation is about as fundamentally sound as it could be 
under the present monetary system. Incidentally conditions will 
enable the bankers to make up some of their losses, sustained when 
money went begging at low interest rates. 
Larger bank clearings, increased railroad 
breaking steel production, increased imports and exports, shortage 
of freight cars, lack of labor and increased immigration, all point to 
the remarkable growth of business. There is no indication of a 
slackening in the pace. The momentum is so great that the United 
States presidential campaign is not creating even the slightest dis- 
turbance. The steel mills are unable to take more orders for deliv- 
ery this year and tonnage booked assures a steady run well into next 
year. Purchasing power of individuals will be greatly increased 
when the record-breaking crops have been sold and the money comes 
back to the producers. Wholesale business already feels the impetus 
this -gives to trade, and retailers later will benefit in the same way. 
The latter now are busy and prosperous, and greater prosperity 
awaits them. 
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THERE are older market houses in the United 
States than the Washington in New York 
city, and several that have greater historic 
interest and are more widely known, but it 
must be regarded as an interesting coinci- 
dence; that at a time when the subject of 
restoring the market house system to the 
larger cities of the country is being widely 
discussed this old institution should be 
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receiving particular attention for two sep- 
arate and distinct reasons. In the first place, its centenary of exist- 
ence will be completed next week. In the next place it will probably 
be demolished before it has fairly entered upon its second century. 
New York city is not going to abandon its central market system, but 
it has outgrown and moved away from the market houses that once 
supplied the greater part of its population. In a recent communica- 
tion to the sinking fund commission, Borough President McAneny 
and Comptroller Prendergast favored the abandonment of Fulton 
market, which 1s not quite as old but has in its time been better known 
than Washington, and the reasons given are applicable to the old 
market houses of the metropolis in general. The communication 
referred to said: “The change in the volume and character of busi- 
ness (of Fulton market) has been due largely to the opening of 
Brooklyn bridge, the discontinuance of the Fulton ferry and the 
Fulton cross town car line, as well as the subsequent improvement in 
transit facilities which caused the removal of the market’s patrons 
to other sections of the city.” 

The newer type of market house for cities will be located and 
constructed with regard to transportation and distribution facilities. 
The point that New York and other cities are keeping in view now is 
that, to be valuable, the market house of today must be a place of 
direct exchange between the producer and the consumer, or as nearly 
so as is humanly possible. The older market houses, for this reason. 
cannot as a rule be utilized in the reconstructive work. Those who 
would preserve interesting old things do not like to have them go, 
but even the most enthusiastic friends of the old market houses in 
most of the cities of America must admit that those institutions have 
outlived their usefulness. 
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| HAVING once adopted an idea, men are loth 
to abandon it, no matter how many dis- 
couragements they may encounter in their 
efforts to give it practical effect. It is this 
indisposition of man to admit defeat, this 
stubborn adherence of his to a thought, that 
puts through practically all of the greatest 
_ human achievements. If men who have pos- 
| sessed the fundamental ideas had given way 
to disappointments and reverses, and aban- 
doned them, there would be recorded today few triumphs of intellect 
over the forces of nature. This is well.exemplified in the steadiness 
of the fight that man has been making for generations to harness and 
put into his own service the forces latent in the ocean. The struggle 
toward this end is a story that is punctuated with apparent failure. 
It has been laughed at as heartily as the struggle to navigate the air. 
One after another, earnest men have essayed to capture, to impound 
and to employ the mighty power of the sea, only to meet with dis- 
appointment and derision. 

Yet all thinking observers of tidal action have been unchanged 
and unchanging in the belief that from the ocean some day would 
come power enough to put in motion and keep in motion many, if 
not all, of the mechanical activities of the busy world. The inrush

and the outrush of the tides through narrow channels have indicated 
to careful observers the possibilities lying open to inventive genius 
turned in this direction. The force of the tides fhrough guts and 
cuts has long attracted the attention of engineers. Here is power 
going to waste as surely as do the flood waters of the unharnessed 
river. 

It is just announced that an engineer of Hamburg, Germany, 
Herr Emil Pein, has mastered the problem of utilizing tidal action. 
He has given fifteen years to experiment. The Prussian government 
appears to be impressed by the plans he has submitted, and this is 
important because the Prussian government is extremely conserva- 
tive in all such matters. At all events, there is little doubt that Herr 
Pein’s plans have stood severe tests and that they are now to be car- 
ried out. The works, are to be at Husum, on the coast of Schleswig, 
and it is estimated that the electricity to be generated. will supply 
nearly the whole of Schleswig-Holstein north of the Kiel canal. 
The Pein system, it is said, will permit the generation of power con- 
tinuously, the variation of the tidal force at different hours being 
compensated for by the use of accumulators. As described, the 
mechanism is extremely simple, a circumstance that will inspire popu- 
lar confidence, since simplicity has been a characteristic of all great 
discoveries and inventions. Taking the optimistic view and assum- 
ing the complete success of this undertaking, it will mean incalculable 
things for the convenience and comfort of millions along the sea- 
coasts of the world, and perhaps, through development, as much for 
the millions who dwell in the interior. 


THAT Venezuela has a growing shipbuilding 
industry must come-to most people as a sur- 
prise. According to the latest consular 
reports trom Puerto Cabello, the second steel 
boat built in the national naval yard of that 
port, the Nuevo Mara, launched a few weeks 
ago, was built for the Venezuelan Fluvial 
and Coastwise Navigation Company, for use 
on Lake Maracaibo. The dimensions given 
are length 125 feet, width 25 feet, depth 5 
feet 8 inches, capacity 150 tons, draft 4 feet. 
compartments for cargo, sixteen staterooms with modern improve- 
ments including electric light and running water. Though the mate- 
rial for this boat, the first steel boat for passengér and freight use 
ever built in Venezuela, came from the United States, the engineers 
are Venezuelans. 

Any shipyard located in the proximity of the Panama canal 1s 
bound: to be considered an important factor, but an establishment 
whose development is independent of European or American talent 
and management commands much more than mere economic interest. 
[t is an earnest of the Pan-Americanism of the canal era. That the 
yard at Puerto Cabello is not merely a patriotic experiment but turns 
out craft that come up to specifications is evident from the order for 
another boat, an order which, according to a letter, written by the 
head of the steamship company to President Gomez, has been given 
the shipyard in recognition of its excellent work. The new steamer 
is to be called Nuevo Fenix, and while her dimensions differ some- 
what from those of the Nuevo Mara she will also be put on the Lake 
Maracaibo service. President Gomez expressed his appreciation of 
the work done by deciding on the immediate completion of the yard's 
equipment with machinery ordered from the United States. 

There is significance in the destination of these first Venezuelan- 
built boats. Lake Maracaibo, with its various fluvial connections 
toward the interior of both Venezuela and Colombia, as a gateway 
to northwestern South America cannot fail to come into- its own 
through the development of traffic consequent on the opening of the 
canal. From the geographical fact that the lake is, in a sense, more 
important to Colombia than to Venezuela, it is manifest that the 
impending increases in traffic accentuate the community of interests 
between the two countries and bring them to a point where practical 
constructive effort takes the place of profitless contention.

Too Much 
Cotton 


Not only has population increased at greater 
ratio than in the past, but the purchasing 
power of the world has been tremendously 
augmented, and with the ability to buy has 
come a corresponding growth in the needs, 
or, at least, the wants, of humanity. Sta- 
tistics. show that the per capita consumption of food of the better 
quality—from white bread to beefsteak—is advancing rapidly. The 
plane of living is rising steadily everywhere. But people are not 
content in these times with eating more things and better things 
than their ancestors demanded; they are also wearing or using more 
things. It seems to be as impossible now to produce a great surplus 
of cotton or wool as it is to produce a great surplus in breadstuffs. 

Take the matter of cotton. The total supply of this staple for 
the year 1911-1912 was 17,673,294 bales—an amount that broke all 
previous records. According to the last official report on the subject 
of this great production, only 1,623,865 bales remained unconsumed 
on Aug. 31, or a quantity short of the average month's supply. The 
spindle capacity of the world increased from 29,522,597 in 1911 to 
30,312,730 in 1912. A still greater increase 1s anticipated for the 
cotton manufacturing year of 1912-13. To keep these spindles busy 
next year more cotton will be required; less cotton is in sight. It is 
possible that there will be 20 per cent less cotton available next year 
than there was in 1912. 

It is not likely, of course, that the difference between demand 
and supply in the cotton market will create any untoward conditions; 
at the most there will be a slight stiffening or’ a small advance in 
prices of goods into the making of which cotton enters. A phase of 
the matter of greater interest and importance is thé fact that the 
world’s power of absorption of everything that can be produced, 
naturally or artificially, is growing at a rapid rate. Only a few years 
ago a crop of 17,000,000 bales of cotton would have resulted in an 
impoverishing surplus for the planters, and in demoralizing the 
cotton goods trade everywhere. Now it is taken up without causing 
an industrial ripple. If there must be a drawing in of the lines of 
cotton manufacture this year, that will have the effect only of leaving 
the trade open to the reception of larger supplies of both the raw and 
finished products next year. The average level in cotton consump- 
tion, as in foodstuff consumption, is steadily rising. 
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THE IDEA of sending’ plants to the schoolhouses is a good one. 
In fact anv idea that makes for the beautification of the school room

Its clergy, educators, professional and 
business.men, and its mill operatives who have refused to become 
recruits in a class-war army, must settle the outcome, with a nation 
looking on. For as Lawrence goes, so also will go other manufac- 
turing centers with heterogeneous population and the I. W. W. busy 
sowing its dragon’s teeth of contempt for government as such and 
its gospel of industrial strife. 

With lines distinctly drawn as to where citizens’ loyalty attaches, 
with the people clearly understanding who are willing to honor the 
national flag and who not, who assert the right of man to labor where 
he will and who deny it, and who affirm the mutual duties and rights 
of capital and labor and who declare their innate hostility, then it 
will be possible for a controversy to be waged in which believers in 
education through disciplinary processes can take interest. But for 
the city to drift as it has been doing, declining to meet the issues 
squarely, has injured the reputation of Lawrence and of the com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. Now that a step in the right direction 
has béen made, a test can follow that will reveal the precise amount 
of normal Americanism latent in the various races and religions rep- 
resented, or among property owners and workers whose chief and 
often only asset is their personal skill and strength. 


AFFILIATED colleges and universities in Bos- 
ton and vicinity are again offering this 
autumn and winter admirable evening 
courses in subjects of study that supposedly 
would make enrolment of students greater 
than supply of teachers. Places of lecture 
are to be accessible. Work done counts for 
academic degrees, and everything is planned 
to make the cooperative venture attractive to 
that theoretically large body of persons in 
every great urban center, made up of men and women either debarred 
from formal education in youth or unable to complete a college or 
university course prior to entering business or becoming matron of 
a home or living a career of leisure. British academic circles and 
the American state universities have found it possible to find con- 
stituencies for this form of “extension” work; and in and about 
Philadelphia the system has flourished better than in any other large 
American city. Both Columbia University and New York Univer- 
sity have begun to succeed in making some impression upon the 
metropolitan area with the plan. But Boston shows no such kindly 
feeling to the project as seems to be in evidence elsewhere. At least, 
failure of the public to furnish students for a number of the courses 
is reported, and these courses probably will be withdrawn. In some 
cases failure to take advantage of offers tlat in themselves are attrac- 
tive no doubt is due to disinclination even to seem to accept so much 
for practically nothing. Popularly created and controlled institu- 
tions, which the people really believe are dedicated to education of 
all the people, can make an effort to extend the teaching work of 
the university and be certain of considerable response. Indeed, the 
amount of university extension teaching now under way in states 
like Wisconsin, Illinois, Minnesota and Kansas is astounding to an 
easterner first coming to know of it. But there the student seizes and 
enj>ys freely what he believes is a civic right. In the East the exten- 
sion courses are sotnetimes proffered as if they were privileges and 
nothing more.

Problems of capitalization, control and taxation of these corpora- 
tions are forcing on residents and insular officials new decisions of 
considerable importance to the future off the territory. ‘Why not 
give the islands a public utilities commission? was a question during 
taking of evidence. 

Last, but not least there is the continuing problem, out of which, 
as a practical administrative matter, have arisen the charges against 
Governor Frear, namely, equitable working of the homestead law, 
eithef in its present or in an amended form based on the results of 
this investigation. To find bona fide settlers and then to insure that 
their small holdings shall not ultimately become part of large sugar- 
cane and pineapple plantations—that is not so easy a detail of state- 
craft as it may seem to be. 

Occasional references to friction between native Hawaiians and 
whites and between whites and the Japanese are to be found in the 
testimony taken, but the race issue is not one that the secretary appar- 
ently has felt it necessary to dwell or 
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
